Since this application was mailed to "Box CPA" it has been treated as a CPA, versus a new 
divisional application. Note a CPA continues prosecution from the previous application using the same 
application serial no., and that amdt F (paper #31; filed 8/29/01) has now canceled claims 1-37. Second, 
the amendment filed 8/29/01 requesting that the specification be amended to refer to the present 
Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) as a divisional application of Application No. 08/803954 has 
not been entered. As set forth in 37 CFR 1.53(d)(7), a request for a CPA is the specific reference 
required by 35 U.S.C. 120 to every application assigned the application number identified in such 
request. Thus, there is no need to amend the first sentence of the specification to refer back to the prior 
application and any such amendment shall be denied entry. Third, claims 40-43 do not correspond to 
prior claims 40-43 from amdt E (paper #22; filed 4/20/00), in which claims 34, 38 & 39 were also 
canceled in this amendment; thereby, confusing what is now being claimed. It is suggested that " ^ 
Applicant cancels all pending claims (i.e., claims 40-52) and starts with claim 53 reciting the same 
invention previously elected (i.e., the originally elected polypeptides), which have been prosecuted 1 
throughout application no. 08/803954 to avoid future confusion. 

Therefore, the reply filed on 8/29/01 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action of 03/05/01 
(paper #26).
